I understand that various churches in 


Corsicana have "Mother's Morning Out." 
Which churches are they? What mor- 
nings? What age children? How much does 
it cost? 


The Mother's Morning Out child care 


programs are operated by three churches 
in town. On Tuesdays and Thursdays, St. 
John's Episcopal Church, 414 W. Collin, 
provides care for children from six months 
to six years of age from 9:30a.m. until 1:30 
p.m. On Wednesdays, First United 
Methodist Church, 320 N. 15th St., provides 
care for children 18 months to four years of 
age from 9 a.m. until 12 noon. Fridays, 
First Baptist Church, 510 W. Collin, 
provides care for preschool children from 
9:30 a.m. until 1:30 p.m. Cost is very 
reasonable but varies slightly between 
churches and reservations should be made 
in advance. Staff at two of the programs 
noted that the service is provided to allow 
mothers some free time on occasion rather 
than day nurseries for full-time care. 


Some of the debris at the site of the old 


Jackson High School has been dumped 
there since demolition work was halted 
nearly three years ago, according to 
wrecking contractor Ray Hamburg. 


Bamburg, who was contracted to clear 


the site by the school board in November, 
1972, 
said 
after inspecting 
the site 


yesterday that some slabs of concrete had 
been dumped on the land since he halted 
work, apparently by road crews who 
repaved'E. 5th Ave. Bamburg's inspection 
came after he was contacted about an 
"Action Line" question as to why the job 
had not been completed' within the six- 
month period specified in the contract. 
Bamburg, after inspecting the site, said he 
had contacted school officials who told him 
that they had not given anyone permission 
to place the concrete on the property. He 
said he would delay completing ' the 
demolition job until whoever put the 
concrete on the land removes it. 


My daughter completed courses at 


Navarro College in December of last year 
and planned to graduate in May. In April, 
she received, a letter of congratulations 
and instructions for graduation. However, 
when she arrived for graduation rehearsal 
the day of commencement, she was told 
that she had not met all the requirements 
and would not be graduated. While we can 
understand and accept the reason for not 
letting her graduate, why did it take the 
college from December 1974 until May, 
1975 to determine that she was not going to 
be allowed to graduate? This situation was 
embarrassing and humiliating to my 
daughter. 


Several 
students 
discovered 
on 


graduation day that they were not eligible 
for graduation, Dr. Kenneth Walker, 
president of Navarro College said. 
Because the majority of graduating 
students are enrolled in classes im- 
mediately prior to graduation, all final 
grade point averages have in Ihe past been 
figured at one time, after completion of the 
spring semester. Certain minimum 
standards must be maintained, Dr. Walker 
noted, and students whose grade point 
averages are below that standard cannot 
be allowed to graduate. Since this incident, 
however, Dr. Walker said the college's 27- 
year policy of figuring those averages only 
prior to graduation has been changed. 
From now on, a student's grades will be 
figured as 'soon as he completes his 
courses. Students, of course, can easily 
figure their own grades to determine their 
eligibility. 


A former dean at Navarro College has 


disputed a statement made by Navarro 
President Kenneth Walker in Sunday's 
"Action Line" column. 


The question dealt with a Navarro 


student who was not allowed to graduate 
last May, but who was not told she did not 
qualify until the day of graduation. 


In answer, Dr. Walker said the college 


had a "27-year policy" of figuring all 
grade point averages after the spring 
semester ended, just prior to graduation. 
That policy, Dr. Walker noted, has since 
been changed so that averages are figured 
at the time a student completes classes 


Henry Moore, dean of admissions in the 


registrar's office from 1963 until 1973, 
today said that during those 10 years, he 
personally calculated grade 
poinl 


averages at the end of a student's last 
semester, no matter when that came. 


"When a student finished at mid 


semester, grades were computed shortly 
after the beginning of the spring semester. 
If 
the 
student 
did 
not 
fulfill 
the 


requirements, he was duly notified of that 
fact," Moore said. 


Moore further said that it "was neither 


the policy nor the practice" to figure those 
averages as Dr. Walker described. He 
emphasized that he could not speak for 
policy prior to 1963 or after 1973, when he 
left Navarro.

on whether they want local 
policemen and firefighters to be 
able to bargain collectively. 


The city commission set that 


dale by a vote of 4-1 during 
Tuesday night's meeting. 


Discussion on the measure 


was at a minimum, with Comm. 
Wayne Norris wondering if the 
vote fell within the time limit 
required to deal with petitions 
and Comm. H. R. Stroube Jr. 
asking if both the collective 
bargaining 
and 
charter 


amendment elections might be 
held at the same time. 


Comm. Jim Lightfoot voted 


against calling the collective 
bargaining 
repeal 
election, 


explaining after the meeting: "I 
don't think the commission has 
given collective bargaining a 
fair shake." 


Lightfoot 
said 
that 
the 


policemen and firemen he has 
talked 
to 
favor 
collective 


bargaining and that, "Usually 
when employes feel they need 
collective 
bargaining, it's 


because 
of poor 
or weak 


leadership. 
They apparently 


feel 
there 
are 
some 


discrepancies somewhere." 


This morning Lightfoot ex- 


panded his original statement 
by saying "Several policemen 
have reported to me that they 
have 
been 
more 
or 
less 


threatened 
by 
the 
city 


manager" that if the raises 
were granted, he would cut 
back the police force. 


"The word was given to the 


policemen that if they did get 
the raise," Lightfoot continued, 
"He 
(City 
Manager 
Dick 


Ballenger) would fire enough 
policemen to make up the 
difference so the police budget 
could remain the same." 


Lightfoot said such tactics 


makes for "a hell of a way to 
run 
a 
railroad." 


Asked about the allegation 


that he has threatened the 
policemen's 
jobs, 
Ballenger 


said this morning that such a 
charge "has certainly just been 
alleged because I haven't said 
anything like that. I'm not 
denying that that might be what 
would happen if the raises were 
approved, but that would be up 
to the commission. I do not have 
the authority to cut the police 


force back." 


As far as the policemen are. 


concerned, 
Lightfoot 
says, 


"some of them have more 
formal education than the city 
manager— full college degrees. 
If we expect to keep men of that 
caliber we have to pay them 
commensurate 
with 
their 


education." 


Lightfoot said that he feels 


any offer by the city would have 
been 
satisfactory 
to 
the 


policemen and firefighters and 
the "lawsuits could have been 
totally avoided." 


"As far as I'm concerned," 


Lightfoot continued, "it was the 
city manager who kept saying 
'no.'" 


Lightfoot also questioned the 


"financial distress" Ballenger 
says the city is in: "Last year's 
headlines all said how much we 
were in the black, and now 
we're broke." 


Lightfoot said he didn't see 


any point in saying anything 
during the bargaining sessions 
because the mayor and city 
manager seem to "get what 
they want anyway." 


He further remarked that 


while he missed one or two 
bargaining sessions that he 
knew about, there were three 


meetings 
he 
didn't 
know 


anything about "until I read the 
next day's report in the paper." 


"I've got a definite feeling 


that I was intentionally left out 
of some of the bargaining 
sessions," Lightfoot said. 


City Attorney Glenn Stewart 


is currently preparing the city's 
answers to lawsuits filed by 
both 
the 
policemen 
and 


firemen's associations in which 
the employes are seeking to 
force 
the 
city 
to 
bargain 


collectively. 


The commission and Stewart 


will discuss the city's plans 
Tuesday when they meet for a 
work session on the 1975-76 
budget. 


During the "other business" 


portion of the meeting, Stroube 
asked if it were possible for the 
commission to take out some 
kind of group liability insurance 
policy. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


told the commissioner that he 
was already investigating the 
possibility of such a policy. 


Also during "other business," 


Comm. Wayne Norris asked 


what could be done about 
cleaning out Post Oak Creek in 
the residential sections. 


Ballenger said that city forces 


would be cleaning out the entire 
creek bottom in Community 
Park, but that permission is 
needed from homeowners along 
the creek before the city can cut 
the vegetation and deepen the 
channel. 


Ballenger

creek bed.

Dozens of teen-agers are mix- 
ing cement and carrying gran- 
ite gravel up a mountainside in 
the hot sun at $2 an hour, and 
they're loving every minute of 
it. 


"This is the hardest work 


I've ever done, but I like it," 
says 
Mike Muehlberg, 16, 


who'll be a junior at Tulsa's 
Will Rogers High when his 
summer in southwestern Okla- 
homa ends this weekend. 


He is one of 50 youngsters 


from throughout the state— 
Ponca City, Miami, Weath- 
erford and a score more com- 
munities—who've been at Dev- 


ils Canyon Youth Conservation 
Corps camp since June 15. 


It is the first such project 


ever undertaken, on a 50-50 
funding basis, between the fed- 
eral government and the Okla- 
homa Department of Tourism 
and Recreation, and it has im- 
proved Quartz Mountain State 
Lodge and Park. 


The first objective of the pro- 


gram is to provide summer 
jobs for youngsters who other- 
wise would be idle during 
school vacations, but Gretchen 
Smith, 17, says she's getting 
much more out of it. 


"I'm tearing about the envi- 


ronment, 
how 
everything 


works, who's messing up the 
environment, how I can help," 
says Gretchen, one of seven 
children of a black McAlester 
family. 


Reverence for nature is part 


of the way of life in the cluster 
of rustic brown cabins nestled 
in the mimosa, live oak and 
mesquite trees across State 
Highway 44 from the lake 
formed by Altus Reservoir. 


There's a full-time cook hired 


locally. The rest of the kitchen 
work is done by the enrollees 
on a rotating duty roster. The 
garbage cans outside the back- 
door are labeled 
"aluminum 


cans," "clear glass," and such. 


Camp director Art Parenzin, 


a Californian with a master's 
degree 
in natural resource 


management from Texas A&M, 
says conservation is part of the 
life-style here. 


Paper, plastics, 
cardboard 


and such waste go into a land- 
fill dump on the grounds. Or- 
ganic 
waste—the 
scrapings 


from plates after meals—go 
into a compost pile. Cans and 
glass trash are trucked to Ft. 
Sill at Lawton for re-cycling! 


The conservation instinct was 


apparent as a counsellor and 
two enrollees led a tour of the 
camp's 
• summer 
accom- 


plishments. 


The youngsters have built a 


new Quartz Mountain Lodge 
parking lot traffic island—they 
call it "the wall" and it repre- 
sents hours of lifting rocks in 
100-degree sunshine—which will 
be landscaped, it is hoped, by 
camp crews of future summers. 


Eric Affsprung, 18, a recent 


graduate of Norman High, and 
Mary Quinlan, 16, a junior at 
John Marshall High in Okla- 
homa City, could not ignore the 
beer cans littering the parking 
lot. They stopped and gathered 
them up and dumped them into 
the bed of the pickup truck. 


"Give the Coors people a 


plug," said Parenzin, referring 


to a brewery. "Those cans will 
be taken to Altus for the cash- 
for-cans thing." 


The pickup's 
driver 
was 


counselor Mark Bodenhamer, 
22, of Lawton, who recently 
earned a B. S. degree from Ok- 
lahoma University and will at- 
tend the O.U. Medical School. 
He is one of the camp's eight 
counsellors. 


Next stop on the tour was a 


600-yard hiking trail up one of 
the forbidding mountainsides. 
Gravel of decomposed granite 
had to be carried, partway in

Corps. Part of the summers 
project was to clean out the

center with displays of Quartz 
Mountain wildlife. 


"We had a very bad, long 


rain after we had built that 
trail," says Muehlberg. "That 
rain showed us what we had 
done 
wrong. Some 
places 


eroded away. There were some 
things we hadn't checked. 


"So we went back after the 


rain and corrected the mis- 


takes," says 
had wondered before coming to 
this camp whether he should 
devote his life to forestry, and 
now he's sure, he said. 


Kimberly Weast of Weath- 


erford, who is 16 today, says 
she doesn't know whether she'd 
like to be a movie actress or a 
park ranger.

OUR SHERIFF 


Several years after the Civil 


War, 
Freestone County had her 


thieves and rustlers as other 
counties. Sheriff J.B. Rogers 
and John Karner, a pioneer 
citizen and noted Indian fighter, 
owned a small covey of horses, 
kept in a pasture a short 
distance from the county seat. 


One morning the sheriff was 


notified that several men turned 
his horses out and drove them 


off. 
He soon had deputy and 


I horse on their way to 
the 


I pasture where they took up the 
trail going south. A few miles 
below Avant Prairie, they were 
in sight of the rustlers. When 
they* began to shoot back the 
sheriff rushed them with quite a 
fusillade of shots. One of the , 
sheriff's men, Hub Harrison, 
was wounded. "That calls' a 
halt", Jim Rogers said. He 
would rather lose the horses 
than some of his men. 


In the meantime the rustlers 


were so closely rushed one of 
them lost his hat. W.L. Noland 
got off his horse and picked it 
up, and it was a fifty dollar 
Mexican sombrere. They knew 
the Pruitt brothers both wore 
those 
hats and 
had 
been 


suspicioned of rustling but no 
proof up to then. 


They went back with Hub to 


Major Blain who was a fine man 
and a well to do planter on 
Avant Prairie. Someone had 
already gone for the doctor. He 
came and found Hub's arm 
shattered and had to be am- 
putated above the elbow. Now 
he had served during the War, a 
Confederate 
soldier, 
came 


home without a wound, then 
maimed for life by a horse theif, 
sad to relate. One of the men 
remained with Hub. Our sheriff 
and the other men went back to 
town. 


Next day J.B, Rogers told 


some of his close friends that his 
plans were to. go alone, follow 
the horses and bring them back 
if possible. He got his creden- 
tials, left his deputy in charge, 


said goodbye to his family and 
slipped quietly away. 


He was gone several weeks 


then one day, with two or three 
men, came in with the horses 
and put them in the home 
corral. Of course his idea was 
the rustlers were making for 
Mexico and didn't have much 
trouble in overtaking 
them. 


Being alone and horseback he 
could whip around or cross 
country without suspicion one 
man 
was 
following 
them. 


Finally they camped in a river 
bottom and had passed a county 
seat a few miles back. Deciding 
that was his chance to make his 
move, went back to town in the 
sheriff's office, presented his 
credentials, told the sheriff his 
business, how many rustlers 
there were, and being alone, he 
needed help. 


The officer 
soon had his 


deputies and posse on the way, 
arriving at the camp, took in the 
situation, gave no quarters, but 
when the fight was finished, two 
of the rustlers had got away. 


Time passed on for several 


months when a stranger rode in 
town (Fairfield) with a nice 
looking horse for sale. Some of 
the citizens thought he looked 
suspicious, flashing his eyes 
around and over the men and 
town. Anyway they were chary 
of buying stock of any kind from 
strangers, so he left without 
making a sale. Though not a 
member of that gang of rustlers 
had ever been recognized or 
heard of in the county again, 
they were not forgotten. 


That evening after supper a 


number of men were sitting in 
the lobby of the hotel when 


someone came to the door, 
called Sheriff Rogers he was 
wanted at the livery stable. 
W.L. 
Noland, a close friend, got 


off his seat, saying: "Jim I 
don't like this and am going 
with you." He said: "Alright, 
Wood, come on." 


W.L. 
Noland 
had 
served 


during the Civil War in the 
Confederate army, and a good 
shot, and at this time honest 
men wore their six shooters as 
well 
as 
thieves 
and 
high 


jackers. 


The stable was only a short 


distance from the hotel, on the 
same block. On getting near 
they noticed two men standing 
in the door, one slightly behind 
the other. When almost in front 
of the two men, Jim Rogers was 
shot. At the flash of the gun 
W.L. killed the horse thief, then 


turning, caught our sheriff as he 
was staggering. The other man 
ran out the back way and left. 
The men in the hotel hearing the 
shots, knew something was 
wrong and walked out there. On 
hearing and seeing what had 
happened, they got our sheriff 
to the hotel and doctor with him 
as soon as possible, also his 
family. 
He 
was 
mortally 


wounded, passed away leaving 
a 
wife 
and 
three 
little 


daughters. In the meantime, his 
deputy, with a posse, trailed the 
other horse thief. All I ever 
heard was they caught him and 
said his name was Dove, and 
they left him on the limb of a 
tree. 


The Revolutionary War ended

All costs of mailing are paid by 
the library. 


Mrs. Klozik explained that 


Mail-a-Book Service was made 
possible by a Federal grant of 
$16,180 administered by Texas 
State Library. "Experiments 
by libraries in book check-out 
by mail have been tried for 
years, but it wasn't until the 
low-price paperback book was 
available in a good selection of 
popular titles, that the plan 
became feasible," she said. 
"Paperback book mail order 
libraries 
were 
successfully 


tried in the United States as 
early as 1968, and the idea has 
gained popularity ever since." 


Mrs. Klozik said that the 


nationwide surge of interest in 
the mail order library concept 
was caused by several factors. 


"The increased cost of books, of 
operating 
libraries 
and of 


buying and operating book- 
mobiles together with growing 
demand for library service by 
all segments of the population 
including rural families has 
caused libraries to seek new 
and innovative ways to serve 
their patrons," she said. 


"Mail-A-Book service fills the 


demand and does so at cost 
levels that can be met more 
easily." 
i 'Mail-a-Book' 
service 
is 


already in preparation and the 
office in the left wing of the 
public library is almost com- 
plete. 


"There's still a lot to be done, 


but the project is off to a good 
start and should be in operation 
by Sept. 15," Mrs. Klozik said.

Sexually transmitted diseases increasing alarmingly 
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LONDON (AP) - One by 


one, Dr. Ambrose King ticked 
off the roster of what special- 
ists now call the STD — sexual- 
ly transmitted diseases. 


There are at least 14 of them, 


and they've exploded into a 
worldwide epidemic. 


STD is a more exact, more 


encompassing word for VD or 
venereal disease. It embraces 
gonorrhea 
and 
syphilis, of 


course ... but also trichomonas 
... herpes virus... chlamydia ... 
genital warts ... even hepatitis. 


And around the world all are 


increasing except perhaps for 
syphilis, says King, who has 
'been what he terms "a pox 
doctor" in London for nearly 50 
years. 


"The public would panic if 


any other disease were advanc- 
ing at the rate gonorrhea is," 
declares Dr. Bruce Webster of 
New York Hospital-Cornell Uni- 
versity Medical College. 


He and King were among 


specialists sharing the latest 
knowledge and concerns here 
at a recent Anglo-American 
Conference on Sexually Trans- 
mitted Diseases, with some am- 
plifying their remarks in inter- 
views. 


How casual sex can speed 


STD was illustrated in one Brit- 
ish study that found that 1,639 
persons had become infected 
from one source, in a chain re- 
action. 


Perhaps 
800,000 American 


women have gonorrhea and 
don't know it, and can pass it 
on to sex partners. 


It's not true that women do 


not have warning symptoms of 
gonorrhea, said Dr. King K. 
Holmes of the University of 
Washington, Seattle. Many do, 
and could get early treatment, 
he said. 


Further, said Holmes, 2 to 3 


per cent of men who get go- 
norrhea do not have telltale 
symptoms, and can unwittingly 
infect women or homosexual 
partners. Other reports put this 
far higher. 


In Africa, up to 20 to 40 per 


cent of women of child-bearing 
age have some form of STD, 
said Dr. G.M. Antal of the 
World Health Organization in 
Geneva. He urged better world- 
wide reporting of STD. 


On another worrisome side, 


Dr. Andrew Falkow of the Uni- 
versity of Washington reported 
that resistance to antibiotics by 
gonococci germs 
has been 


gradually increasing in many 
parts of the world. Potentially, 
the resistance could burgeon to 
put the disease out of control. 


Delegates agreed that the 


:public in general is not well 
enough aware of the terrible 
costs of STD in causing sick- 
ness, 
death, 
sterility, mis- 


carriage, nerve damage and 
other 
effects. 
Some 
urged 


greater 
efforts 
at 
control 


through clinics and more re- 
search. 


Mention "VD" and 
most 


people think only of syphilis 
and gonorrhea, the specialists 
said. 


"Syphilis is no longer the 


captain of STD, but we should 
not write it off," said Dr. 
Thomas B. Turner of The Johns 
Hopkins University in Balti- 
more, Md. There were 91,600 
cases of syphilis in the United 
States last year, and the in- 
cidence is down or holding fair- 
ly steady in other countries as 
well. 


Gonorrhea is the new cap- 


tain, with 874,161 cases in this 
country last year, the highest 
in 55 years of record-keeping. 
By one estimate, 2.5 .million 
Americans have gonorrhea. 


As for herpes simplex virus, 


"everyone thinks it is sky- 
rocketing," says Dr. John M. 
Knox of Baylor College of 
Medicine 
in Houston, Tex. 


There are no solid figures since 
herpes is not a reportable dis- 
ease yet under U.S. law. It of- 
ten is found in conjunction with 
gonorrhea. 


Here are the main STD that 


concerned the conference spon- 
sored by the Royal Society of 
Medicine and the Royal Society 
of Medicine Foundation, Inc.: 


—Syphilis, the ancient rav- 


ager, caused by a spirochete. 
Penicillin is the best treatment, 
but 5 to 15 per cent of Ameri- 
cans are hypersensitive to it to 
some degree and can't take it. 
Penicillin was once the great 
hope for wiping out syphilis, 
but the attack faltered partly 
through human complacency. 


—Gonorrhea, 
or 
"clap" 


caused by the gonococcus. 
Again, penicillin is the best 
treatment, but there are others. 
Left untreated it can cause 
sterility among women, and 
other complications. 


—Herpes simplex virus — 


HSV. Type One causes cold 
sores and fever blisters, while 
HSV Type Two causes painful 
blisters, swellings and other 
troubles with the genitals. Oral 
sex appears to be leading to 
more interchange of the two 
types. Genital herpes was re- 
ported in 10 per cent of women 
examined in a national random 
survey in 1970-74, says Dr. Paul 
J. Wiesner of the Center for 
Disease Control, Atlanta, Ga. 


—Trichomonas 
vaginalis, 


caused by a protozoa. Men can 
have it without symptoms, but 
transmit it to women in whom 
it causes discharges, burning 
sensation on urination and oth- 
er troubles. Wiesner said it was 
found to be twice as common 
as gonorrhea in women in the 
1970-74 study. There are effec- 
tive drugs for it. 


—Chlamydia, 
which "can 


drive men crazy" with painful 
urination, while many women 
have no symptoms at all. It's 
caused by an organism midway 
between a virus and bacterium. 


While many women may not 
know they are carriers, it can 
cause serious pelvic disease in 
women, arthritis and heart 
troubles, and during birth the 
organism may enter a baby's 
eyes, causing conjunctivitis. 
Routine use of drugs in new- 
born eyes takes care of it. Tet- 
racycline is the main treatment 
for men and women. 


—Nonspecific urethritis 
or 


NSU, also known as nongonoc- 
cocal urethritis. Chlamydia is 
known to cause many cases, 
but others stem from other or- 
ganisms. It affects both men 


and women, and its incidence is 
probably under-reported, says 
Wiesner. 


—Genital warts "are common 


throughout the world, and be- 
coming commoner," says Dr. 
David Oriel of University Col- 
lege Hospital, London. In the 
1970-74 U.S. study, 'one in five 
women was found to have gen- 
ital warts, which appear to be 
a variant of common skin 
warts. One or more of a few 
drugs may help in treatment, 
and occasionally the warts dis- 
appear spontaneously. Half the 
people with genital warts have 


some other STD at the same 
time. 


—Candida albicans is a fun- 


gus disease that can invade the 
vagina, 
and 
other 
mucous 


membrane tissue. 


—Chancroids are soft sores 


or ulcers on the genitals. They 
are caused by a bacterium dif- 
ferent from the spirochete. 


—Pubic lice or "crabs" are 


not uncommon. Victims may 
seek their own treatments, say- 
ing nothing about their prob- 
lem. 


—Scabies is an inflammation 


caused by a mite, and special- 


ists say they are seeing more 
cases of it recently. 


—Lymphogranuloma vener- 


eum is an infection of lymph 
nodes in the groin area caused 
by an organism 
resembling 


those causing psittacosis—par- 
rot fever—and trachoma, a 
serious eye infection. 


—Granuloma inguinale is a 


chronic, progressive disease in- 
volving the skin and lymphat- 
ics, marked by small, round 
swellings in the groin area. 


—Hepatitis, the destructive 


liver disease caused by a virus, 
.now is being found to be trans- 


mitted sexually, but just how is 
not yet clear. The virus is 
present at times in blood, sa- 
liva and semen. 


STD rarely go singly, so a 


person having one should be 
checked to see if another one is 
present requiring treatment. 


Why the 
STD explosion? 


More people travel now to oth- 
er lands, or far from home and 
engage in sex. Some blame the 
so-called 
sexual 
revolution. 


And, says Dr. Richard Willcox 
of St. Mary's Hospital in Lon- 
don, while "the young man has 
always sown his wild oats," the 


young woman had more family 
and social brakes on her sexual 
behavior, 
including fear of 


pregnancy. 


The Pill and IUD can prevent 


pregnancy, 
but 
not 
trans- 


mission of some STD. 


There are so many STD that 


"it may justly be stated that 
with very few exceptions, all 
society is at risk at some time" 
of contracting one, Willcox re- 
marks.

gitimate money to bartered 
food items. 


The Rev. Ross Beal Nix 


doesn't mind, though. 


"I never have turned down 


anyone because they don't have 
money," he explained. "I'm al- 
ways just a little bit flattered 
that they selected me to per- 
form the ceremony." 


The former justice of the 


peace has had payment in rolls 


of pennies, nickels, dimes and 
quarters. He thinks 50 cents is 
about the lowest amount he 
was ever paid to perform a cer- 
emony for a couple. 


"People are coming by with 


fish, fowl and even fresh vege- 
tables and offering them as 
their means of bartering for a 
wedding," the Rev. Mr. Nix 
said. 


He remembers one country 


couple who came to him to per- 
form their wedding vows offer- 
ing barter for payment. 


"I got some packages of 


steaks out in the truck," the 
farm-dressed youth said, nod- 


ding nervously in the direction 
of a pickup where a young girl 
was sitting. "Me and my girl 
wanna get hitched but I'm a 
little short of money. Could you 
fix us up for the steaks?" 


The Rev. Mr. Nix suggested 


instead that the steaks could 
make a nice wedding night sup- 
per for the couple. 


"We butchered a steer, so 


there's plenty more at home," 
the 
prospective 
bridegroom 


said earnestly. "I just wanted 
to swap these for the wedding." 


Durant, not far above the 


Texas border, attracts brides 
and bridegrooms from the sur- 


rounding area like a modern 
day Gretna Green. Last year 
marked the first time in three 
years that the total of marriage 
licenses had fallen under 2,200. 
Only 1,885 were issued. 


The pace is also off this year 


with 858 licenses issued during 
the first six months compared 
with 923 for the same period a 
year ago. 


The Rev. Mr. Nix performs 


many of the weddings in this 
Bryan County community, and 
he has come up with another 
innovation which may increase 
his work load. 


He has designed a "Re-Mar- 


riage License" for couples who 
have been wed 25 years or 
more. 


"Many couples come back 


and want to renew their vows," 
the Rev. Mr. Nix said. "This 
certificate is designed along the 
lines of a regular marriage li- 
cense, but it is just a re-mar- 
riage license. All I have to do 
is just fill in the names and 
sign it and it makes a nice me- 
mento of the occasion." 


Although county records show 


that the issuance of marriage 
licenses is down from the first 
six months of last year, the 
Rev. Mr. Nix is confidant that 


the situation will improve. 


In the meantime, he is enjoy- 


ing himself "just like in the 
good old days" when people 
paid things besides money for 
their weddings. 


And, if the trend toward wed- 


ding-less marriages is winding 
down, Nix is prepared to reaf- 
firm vows with his own special 
brand of matrimonial ceremo- 
ny.
